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A POST PAYMENT PLAY FOR DSNTAL SERVICSS*

Detroit, Mich, 


As a means of bringing dentistry 
within the economic range of more 
people, the Council on Dental Health 
of the American Dental Association, 
acting on the recommendation of the 
Committee on Methods of Payment, re— 
cently adopted a dental post payment 
plan and recommended the adoption of 
this plan by local dental components, 


The plan itself was arrived at after 
a thorough investigation of those 
finance plans being used by dental 
societies in various parts of the 
country at the present time, as well 
as those which have failed to serve 
their purpose and have been rejected 
by the majority of the dental profes~— 
sion, 


The Committee arrived at many con- 
clusions from its investigation in 
the field of dental financing and 
from these conclusions formulated 
what is now known as the American 
Dental Association Post Payment Plan, 


In the foreword to the Dental Post 
Payment Plan, the Council on Dental

Health said, "It is believed that 
the Detroit Dental Society Payment 
Plan which has been in use for over 
five years embodies the most desir— 
able features of all the plans 
which were studied and that its _ 
success is due largely to the 
soundness of the basic principles 
under which it operates." These 
principles are as follows: . 

1, Dental Society control; 2, Zdu- 
cation of narticipating members; 

3. A varticipating bank; 4, Xo 
financial loss to dentist; 5, Blim- 
ination of co-signer; 6, Low dis- 
count rate; 7, Uxtension of credit 
to patients; 8, Immediate comple-~ 
tion of transaction, 


‘In order that we may see how 
these eight principles of sound _ 
dental financing have actually been 
applied in the Detroit Plan, let us 
summarize the details of the Plan 


Summary of the Detroit Plan 


On a note of $100.00 there is a 
charge to the patient of $7.00 per 
hundred per year, which includes 
life insurance on the unnaid balance 
of the loan in the event of the 


borrower's death, The note and 
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credit application forms filled out 
in the dentist's office are then sent 
to the Detroit Bank, 


The Bank acts on the note in one of 
three ways: 


First -If the patient's credit record 


is good, the dentist receives a check 
for 97 per cent of the net amount of 
the note upon which there is no re~ 
course to the dentist, The remaining 
3 per cent is placed in the general 
loss reserve fund to be controlled by 
the bank, 


Second ~ If the patient's credit 
record does not justify the bank ad- 
vancing 97 per cent of the net amount 
of the note the bank, with the doc- 
tor's permission, will handle the 
note on a collection basis, In this 
event the charge to the patient re- 
mains the same, namely, $7.00 per 
hundred per year, and the dentist 
receives a check monthly for all 
monies collected by the bank the 
preceding month, 


Third - If the patient's credit 
record is unsatisfactory, the account 
will be rejected by the bank, for 
although the society is desirous of 
extending credit to every worthy per- 
son seeking it, there is no intention 
of providing a "windfall" for those 
people who have not maintained their 
credit standing, 


Necessary Legal Agreements and 
Forms: 


For a society to put this plan 
into operation, two legal agreements, 
and two forms are necessary, 


These are ~ 


First —- Agreement between the Bank 
and the Dental Society. 


Second — Agreement between the 
Doctor and the Bank, 


Third - A credit application form, 
Fourth — A note form, 


Copvies of the legal agreements 
and forms as used by the Detroit 
District Dental Society are included 
in the American Dental Association 
Post Payment Plan, conies of which 
can be obtained from the Council on 
Dental Health of the American Dental 
Association, 


In its conclusion to the Post Pay- 
ment Plan, the Council on Dental 
Health stated that "if a Post Pay- 
ment Plan, as recommended by the 
Committee was approved and put into 
practice in the United States by 
the local dental societies, a large 
segment of the population could 
easily pay for their dental needs, 
That if a well planned educational 
program were used to acquaint the - 
public with the use of this method, 
the dental health of the people 
would be improved," 


The Detroit District Dental 
Society believes that it has man- 
aged to incorporate the basic 
principles which the Council on 
Dental Health considers so impor— 
tant into a practical workable _ 
plan which has been available to’ 
its members for over seven years, 
and highly recommends that sister 
societies in every part of the 
country avail themselves of this 
fine opportunity to help bring 
dentistry within the economic range 
of more people,

or a precancerous lesion, he can 
recommend and refer the patient 
for the necessary medical study, 


If the dentist does not avail 
himself of this unusual opportunity 
for the early recofmition of cancer, 
the irreparable loss to the patient 
and to the public health is obvi- 
ously great, If he does, he may be 
able to help his patient avoid the 
great suffering incident to ad-— 
vanced and incurable cancer of the 
oral cavity - may be able to pro- 
long life and fruitful living, 


The brochure discusses in detail 
the lesions indicating cancer or 
precancerous conditions, the neces-— 
sary steps to be taken by the 
dentist in the diagnosis of these 
suspicious lesions, and the indica~ 
tions and precautions to be ob- 
served, dentally, before and after

PLANNIUG FOR DMTAL HGALTH 


In the June 1949 issue of the A.D.A, Journal (page 758), Dr. Kenneth 
A, Saslick presents ten basic principles fundamental to the development of 
sound dental health programs, He calls them "musts" and he has five each 
for the public and the dental profession, He well could have included a 
few more for public health dentistry since it is largely the responsibility 
of this group to educate the public on many of its responsibilities in this 
field, 


Doctor Easlick emphasizes the necessity for dentists to assume full re- 
sponsibility for children's dentistry, or to recommend other methods for 
doing the job. This matter of dentistry for children is a "fish or cut bait" 
proposition that cannot be side~stepped permanently, How much better it 
would be in every way for this most important protlem of dental practice to 
be solved by the dental profession, rather than let it drag on until nonpro- 
fessional groups "take the bull by the horns." Doctor Zaslick points out 
pertinent items which many dentists ignore or do not appreciate, Among them 
is the fact that the public is a full partner in the practice of dentistry 
and has an important stake in the enterprise since both its health and pocket— 
book are involved, Another premise worthy of repetition is that a group, 
such as the dental profession, who is given a monopoly on dental practice by 
the public yet provides service for only about 25% of that group, is ina 
vulnerable position if it expects to permanently maintain the status quo, 

To paraphrase a statement in the Bible — "What the public hath given the 
public can take avay" — and we might add or modify, 


These ten "musts" of Doctor Easlick's are timely and promulgated through 
the right medium, In the light of current events, which in the future may 
affect radically the practice of dentistry, they merit serious consideration 
by the dental profession and its official bodies, 


MOUTH CANCER 


"Members of the dental profession hold a position of unique advantage in 
early diagnosis and prophylaxis of cancer of the oral cavity," writes 
Dr, Hayes Martin in the forthcoming brochure of the American Cancer Society, 
entitled, "Mouth Cancer and the Dentist," ;

There is some evidence that public health dentists, as a group, have not 
developed professional education in this field as they should and could, It 
may be that the advent of the fluorine preventive program has commanded a 
disproportionate part of their time, This is a reminder that the older age 
groups also require dental health, There are funds available for oral cancer 
control, Let's go boys!

themselves; but often as not the bemoaned fault is one invisible to our naked 
eye, 


In’ proportion to its volume (393 pages) the book has tremendous mass; 
in fact, it is so terse and compact that it must seem quite formidable to 
the tyro in dental public health, The old-timer will find it an invaluable 
source—book for basic data; it includes, for example, the entire Michigan 
low-carbohydrate diet plan from the preparation of media for lactobacillus 
counts to specific diets for various calorific requirements, 


Depending upon his own place and circumstance, each reader will find 
his own most useful chapter or chapters; particularly useful to us is the | 
discussion by Dollar and Kulstad of the economic aspects of the dental health 
problem—~an evasive problem which must be approached with clean-cut concepts, 
accurate data, and clear thinking, Dollar and LKulstad have done just that, 
But the beginner faced with the problem of planning a survey, for example, 
micht swear that Knutson's chapter outranks all the others; and each section 
will find its own champion depending upon his need, Zven the chapter on ~ 
biometrics, ordinarily a dark and frightsome area, can be read, understood, 
and utilized by anyone with a normal brain and a faint memory of his eighth 
grade arithmetic, 


One notable omission is a discussion of ammonium—ion therapy in dental 
caries and its possible implications in public health practice, Most of the 
significant developments in this field have occurred since the manuscript 
was sent to the printer; this book, like any other dealing with a dynamic 
movement, deserves and must have frequent revision, 


No well-rounded book review is complete without some devastating criti- 


cism, In this case, that is a bit difficult, This is the best we can do: 
the book is bound in maroon cloth, We prefer a dark green,

HYGISUISTS! FULCTIONS DEFINED BY 
A.D.A. COUNCIL 


On July 2, 1949, the Council on 
Dental Sducation at its meeting in 
Chicago adopted a definition of the 
function of dental hygiene education 
as follows: 


The prime function of the dental 
hygienist is to assist the members 
of the dental profession in pro- 
viding oral health care to the 
public, She may apply her knowledge 
and skills either in the office of 
the private practitioner, or in 
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formal health educational activ-— 
ities in schools or other agencies, 
In either instance, she can and 
should perform an important func-— 
tion in health education, 


The intra-oral operations per~ 
formed by the dental hygienist 
shall be limited to the natural 
and restored surfaces of the 
crowns of the teeth beginning at 
the epithelial attachment; in no 
circumstances shall she attempt 
to treat pathologic involvements 
of the crowns of the teeth or of 
the supporting and adjacent 
tissues, 


At the discretion of the dentist, 
the dental hygienist may be re— 
quired to perform other important 
office duties for which her train- 
ing in the hygienist school may 
have prepared her, 


The present two-year course seems 
adequate to prepare the dental 
hygienists to perform the tasks 
that may be assigned to her in the 
private dental office, When em 
ployed, however, by a school 
system or any other agency, she 
should be required to extend her 
education to qualify her to 

assume such responsibilities,

Membership 


Section 1 - There shall be three classes of membership designated as Active, 
Associate and Honorary;

CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLS I 
Name 


The name of this Association is the American Association of Public 
Health Dentists, 


ARTICIB If 
Object 


The objects of this Association are} to promote public dental health, 
maintain the ideals of organized dentistry in all public dental health 


projects, and afford an opportunity for constructive discussion of the 
administrative problems of dental health programs, 


ARTICIS III 
Membership 


Membership in this Association shall consist of three classes: active, 
associate, and honorary, Active membership shall be limited to holders of 
the degree of D.D.S,. or D.M.D. who are members of the American Dental Asso- 
ciation in good standing and who are directors or assistant directors of 

state public health programs or full-time public health dentists administer— 
ing or promoting dental health programs on a national, state or local level, 


Associate members shall be holders of the degree of Doctor of Dental 
Surgery (D.D.S.) or Doctor of Dental Medicine (D.M.D.) who are (A) members 
of the American Dental Association in good standing and who are (Bl) dental 
members of state boards of health, or who are (32) dentists employed in a 
subordinate position in a federal, state, county, or municipal public dental
